URGE CAUTION 
IN CASHING OF 
"U, S, CHECKS" 


Conducting a campaign against 


the fraudulent cashing of govern- 
ment checks the Secret Service has 
issued several important precau- 
tions for the recipient of checks to 
follow as well as precautions mer- 
chants and others should take be- 
fore they cash a government check. 


For those receiving government 


checks the Secret Service asks that 
these precautions be taken: 


"1. Have some member of the 


family at home when the checks 
are due to be delivered. 


"2. Be sure your name is 


printed clearly on the mail box. 


"3. Try to cash your checks in 


the same place each month. 
This will make identification 
easier. 
Merchants are 
being 


cautioned to ask identification. 


"4. Do not endorse your check 


until you are in the presence of 
the person you will ask to cash 
it." 


To Merchants 


Merchants and others who cash 


these checks are urged to take these 
precautions: 


"1. When a stranger asks you 


to cash a check, insist that lie 
properly identify himself as the 
rightful payee of that check. 


"2. Before you accept any 


check, ask yourself this ques- 
tion: If this check is returned 
because of a forged endorse- 
ment, can I. locate the forger 
and recover my loss? 


"3. If a check is already en- 


dorsed -when it is presented to 
you, 
insist that it be endorsed 


again in your presence and com- 
pare the handwriting. 


"4. Have each check initialed 


by the employe who pays out 
money for it."

Moscow, April 11 (Al»)—Russia's fourth Ukrainian Army 


stormed down into the Crimea from two directions today 
in a drive aimed at clearing south Russia of the Axis invad- 
ers as Gen. Rodion Y. Malinovsky's Third Army smashed 
to within six miles of Ovidiopol, escape bottleneck through 
which the remnants of the Nazis' Odessa garrison were 
fleeing toward Romania. 


The Fourth Army, under the command of Gen. Feodor I. 


Tolbukhin, was attacking in the Crimea along a 75-mile 
front from the Perekop isthmus at the northwestern corner 
of the peninsula to Sivash bay on the northeast, field dis: 
patches said. 


100,000 Germans In Crimea 


In two days, a Russian communique declared, Tolbuklnn's 


forces advanced more than 12 miles through strong German 
defenses to kill 5.500 enemy troops and capture another 
1,000. About 11 German divisions (perhaps 100,000 men) 
were believed isolated in the Crimea. 


v To the northwest another Red Army simultaneously 
crossed the Siretul and Suceava rivers in Romania, the war 
bulletin announced, and reached a point less than -five miles 
from the rail junction of lasi. This drive by Marshal Ivan 
S. Konev's second Uki-ainian Army was said to have cap- 
tured 180 towns and villages along a 65-mile long front and 
mashed to within 15 miles of the Campulung oil fields and 
within 160 miles of the Ploesti wells. 


Deepest penetration reported on this sector was at Solca, 


19 miles northwest of Suceava and 35 miles from Transyl- 
vania. - Konev's right wing was striking westward along the 
Darmenesti-Budapest railway toward the Carpathian moun- 
tains and captured Radauti, one of the largest cities in 
Busovina. 


Advance On All Fronts 


With lasi half-encircled, Konev's left wing was reported 


wheeling southward toward the Danube, taking -T-argu- 
Frumos, 27 miles west of lasi and 16 miles from Pacsani; 
Vulturu, fourv miles northwest of lasi and Goesti, 20 miles 
west of lasi. 


There was no mention in the Russian communique of the 


progress of Marshal Gregory K.. Zhukov's first Ukrainian 
Army, which reached the Czecho-Slovakian frontier Sat- 
urday. 


,In the newly-mounted Crimean offensive, Tolbukhin's 


troops cracked the heavily fortified defenses on the Perekop 
isthmus, the communique said, captured Armyansk, and 
reached the Ichuny area in a two-day, 12-mile drive. On 
the east his forces crossed Sivash bay to the southern shore 
where enemy defense lines stand guard before the open 
plains of the huge peninsula. 


Front dispatches said a quick recpnquest of the Crimea, 


sealed off last November 1 when Tolbukhin's army hurled 
the Germans back from Melitopol on the mainland, appeared 
likely, with the Russian Black sea fleet and the Red Air 
Force cooperating in the offensive.

Black sea port of Odessa is the key 
to a treasure-house of vast, riches— 
one of the most important vic- 
tories of the entire Russo-German 
conflict. 


The fall of this port renders the 


Crimea untenable for the dozen or 
so Nazi and Romanian divisions 
which have been holding it. And 
the Crimean peninsula which hangs 
down from the Russian mainland 
into the Black sea like the pendulum 
of a grandfather clock, has been the 
key-stone of Hitler's defense of both 
the Ukraine and the Balkans-^a 
vase naval-aerial-military shield for 
his entire right flank. 


That's why Nazi Field Marshal 


General Von Mannstein. on orders 
direct from the Fuehrer, sacrificed 
scores of thousands of men in a 
suicidal effort to hold?: the vast 
salient of the Dnieper bend as pro- 
tection for the Crimea. 


Hold on Crimea Doomed 


Already the Red Army has opened 


a fierce offensive against the Cri- 
mea. 
There have been close to 


100.000 Axis troops on the peninsula, 
but the number there now is prob- 
lematical, for some may have been 
evacuated by sea. to Romania, 'and 
others are said to be trying to escape 
by water now. In any event, the 
Nazi gangsters hold on the Crimea 
is deemed. Once it has been cleared 
of the enemy, the^ Red fleet will 
move back to its big .naval( base at 
Sevastopol and. with possession of 
Odessa as well, the Muscovites will 
again rule the Black sea'. 


Meantime the crucial battle for 


the gateway of the Balkans is boil- 
ing up. That, will center in what is 
known as the Galati gap. If you 
will glance at you? maps you will 
see that this gap, which is some 
50 miles wide and gets its name 
from the city of Galati in the cen- 
ter, 
lies between the great curve 


of the Carpathian range as it 
swerves through northern Romania, 
and the marshy delta of the Danube 
river on the Black sea. 


This gap not only is the natural 


gateway into the Balkan peninsula, 
but it leads to the Ploesti oil field, 
just to the south, from "which Hitler 
gets the petroleum without which 
lie cannot long wage war. Thus he 
has a double ••eason'to^fight to a 
finish to hold the Galati opening— 
to protect the Balkans and to guard 
his precious oil wells 


One of Hitler's problems will be 


to find reserves to defend the gap 
and still maintain his strength 
against invasion in western Europe. 
Tne Nazis who are running away 
from Odessa, and other survivors 
of Mannstein's forces in the south- 
ern Ukraine, are retreating toward 
Galati. And o* course the Red 
armies are con.verging>"on - Galati 
from northwest nortJc and north- 
east.

PRES, CAMACHO 
ESCAPES DEATH 
FROM ASSASSIN 
Mexico City, April 11 (AP)—Presi- 


dent Manuel Avila Camacho barely 
escaped assassination yesterday by a 
young Mexican Army lieutenant who 
later made a break for freedom and 
was himself seriously wounded. 


A bullet fired at point-blank range 


pierced Avila Camacho's coat, but 
the husky president helped' over- 
power his assailant, identified as Lt. 
Jose Antonio de la Lama Bojas, 31. 
An official bulletin said "several 
documents from Nazi sources" were 
found upon him, but there was no 
amplification. 


Would-Bc-AssasMn. Shot 


Lama Rojas attacked two guards 


taking him from the national pal- 
ace to army barracks, and fled 
through a suburban street before he. 
was felled by a bullet below his 
chest. Gen. Francisco Urquizo, Un- 
dersecretary of National Defense, 
announced. 


President Avila Camacho, who 


took Mexico into war on the side of 
the Allies, told reporters this "isolat- 
ed incident" did not represent "a 
division of the Mexican family." He 
appealed for calmness, declaring, 
"let us go forward to make stronger 
the union of the Mexican family." 


First Attempt Since 1930 


He still wore his bullet-torn coat 


when he received reporters.

missile penetrated the coat at the 
right side in front, breast high, and 
emerged at the left side near the 
breast pocket. It was so close a call 
that there was speculation whether 
Avila Camacho wore a bullet-proof 
vest.

PRES. CAMACHO 
ESCAPES DEATH 
FROM ASSASSIN 


Mexico City, April ll (AP)—Presi­ 
dent Manuel Avila Cam acho barely 
escaped assassination yesterday by a 
young Mexican Army lieutenant who 
later made a break for freedom and 
was himself seriously wounded. 
A bullet fired at point-blank range 
pierced Avila Cam acho's coat, but 
the husky president helped over­ 
power Ills assailant, identified as Lt. 
Jose Antonio de la Lama Rojas. 31. 
An official bulletin said “several 
documents from Nuzi sources” were 
found upon him. but there was no 
amplification. 
W ould-Be-Assassin Shot 
Lim a Rojas attacked two guards 
taking him from th e national pal­ 
ace to arm y barracks, and 
fled 
through a .suburban street before lie 
was felled by a bullet below his 
chest.
